[Now, foꝛ waighty and impoꝛtant reaſons, Wee, with the aduile of 
Our pinie Councell, haue reſolucd to pꝛoꝛogue the ſaid Parlia- 
ment yet further, vnto the fifteenth day of March now next enſuing. 

oc And to the end, that alwell the Toꝛds Spiritnall and Tempozall, 
— as the Knights, Cittzens, and Burgcſles of Parliament, may ſtay, 
and fo2beare their attendance accozdingly; Wee haue thought fit, by this P2:oclamation, to 
publifh aud declare Our reſolution and intention therein: So that none of them (other then 
ſuch, as foz their owne occaſion ſhall happen to be in London oz Weſtmiuſter, Who may attend 
the making ofthe ſaid Pꝛoꝛogation)ſhall be bound to appeare the laid ſixteenth day of February, 
at the ſaid City of Weſtminſter, but are to hold their appearance and meeting there, vpon the ſaid 
fifteenth day of March next comming, to treate, conſent, and conclude vpon ſuch matters, as 
in the ſaidÞarltament (hall then and there, ofthe common Councell ofthe Realine, (by Gods 


fauour) happen to be oꝛdeined.
